The Ariierican Wa 二 Veterans Relief Asso- 
ciation2s attorney, John P. Coale stated in 3 
press Telease that“the families of the men 
whodiedfiortheircoiiitryatPearlHarborand 
onthebeachesatIwoJima,Guam and Saipan 
received only $10,000 from our government 
for their Sacrifice. 

"Under this law (Public Law 100-383), a 
Japanese American who spentjustone day in 
a Ielocation center Or a Japanese alien in- 
terned for deliberate acts against Our gOvern- 
mentduring thewar will receive $20,000and 
apublic apology from the US Congress. Thls 
is patently absurd.” 

According to John Kirby, the group 's ad- 
ministrator,“Millions of veterans Over the 
ageof60 who servedfaithfully in World War 
II live in fear that Congress will cut their 
SOcial Security and Medicaid benefits. This 
Sult is being filed for those veterans who are 
outraged that the Same Congress which has 
pledged to handle the federal deficitproblcm 
has passed a law handing out billilons of 
dollars.” 

Coale arguesthelaw isalso unfair becausc 
it does not award any payments to German 
and Italian-Americans placed in relocalion 
and internment camps.

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Report on Anti-Asian Bias In UC Admissions Process Seriously Flawed

Along-awaited report by a special facuity 
committee on whether Asian American ap- 
plicants to UC Berkeley have been discrimi- 
nated againstis seriously flawed because the 
committee falled to follow the original man- 
date “to examine the issue of whether there 
has been .. .Significantbias,eitherCconscious 


Or Unconscious，against Asian American 
Freshman applicants in the undergraduate 
admissions process at Berkeley.”The report， 
written by the Special Committee on Asian 
American Admissions formed by the 
BerkeleyDivision of the Academic Senate im 
Nov. 1987, was released last week after 16 
months of investigation. 

Judging from the recorded votes and the 
minority Teport，the committee was badly 
divided overmany issues,includingits major 
finding. The final verdict of the committee， 
chairedbyprofessor William A. Shack,flatly 
states，jlf the cumulative campus-wide data 
are averaged over Seven years (1981-1987)， 
the campus should have admitted an average 
of ...18 more Asian Americans per year(or 
.45 percentof Berkeley'sadmitpool ofsome 
4;000 applicants per year) . . . We consider 
[this] percentage too Small to Support an in- 
ference of Significant long-term bias against 
Asian Americans in the competitive Part of 
the admissions process Over the period stud- 
ied.”The committee however found several 
episodes in 1984 armi& 1987“troubling”and 
mildlvsuggestedthepossibilityofanti-Asian 
intent. 

This statistical apptoachto the inquiry and 


themannerby whichthecommitteearrivedat . 


its major conclusion, including its review of 
Crucial evidence and personal testimony is 
disturbing. Instead of pursuing its charge to 
determine whether “significant bias . . 
against Asian Americans”had occurred 3t 
any of the five undergraduate colleges, the 
committee apparently decided to redefine 
biasbylimiting itto just“statisticalbias "and 
toimposetwoadditionalconditionsfordeter- 
mining suchbias:itmustbe “long-term,like 
Over 3 period of seven years, and it must be 
“cumulative campus-wide,”ratherthan iden- 
tifying possible bias by colleges. 

With this narrowly defined objective, the 
committee was able to Spread and thus, trivi- 
alize any discriminatory act againSst Asian 
applicants in any year in any one of the five 
undergraduate colleges on campus, dismiss 
eyewitness testimonies of anti-Asian racism 
as“impressionistic”and most importantly， 
ignoreits originalmandate. WhatIproposeto 
do in this article is to use the evidence com- 
piled by the committee and to attempt to 
answer the original charge of the committee. 

This discussion will be limited to the 1984 
“episode"andto determine 过 significantbias 
against Asian American applicants moti- 
vated a series of policy changes when the 
Berkeleycampus was confrontedbyanunex- 
pectedsurgeofapplicantsin December1983. 

At the beginning of each cycle of admis- 
sion, the administration sets the enrollment 
targetand the composition orthe make-up of 
the freshman class of the year in accordance 


with the generalpolicies oftheRegents ofthe 
University of California and the standards 
developed by the faculty senate. 

In 1984, there were three tiers of freshmen 
admitted through through different selection 
criteria and procedures: the competitive 
channel (90 percentb); the non-cCompetitive 
channelforbrotectedcategories (44 Percent); 
and the Special action channel for those not 
UC-eligible (6 percenb. 人 全 站 

The December 1983 unexpected surge of 
applicants forced the Office of Admissions 
and Records (OAR) to devise at least 16 
policy options to screen and eliminate large 
numbers of applicants in each of the three 


tiers. Without consultation with the faculty 


senate, OAR adopted four options to elimi- 
nate applicants: Taising the gade point aver- 
age for the competitive admilssions; raising 
the minimum SAT-Verbal Score for only 


April 7, 1988 describing the OAR meeting at 
Which the options Were discussed and 
adopted: 

“ 工 .. .argued that the proposed policy [of 
raising the SAT-Verbal score for Asians and 
whites onljy] was discriminatory in intent in 
that Some of the people present seemed to be 
deliberately Searching for a standard Which 
could be used to exclude Asian immigrant 


applicants. I noted that no other alternative 
SOlutions to the anticipated over-enrollment 


problem were being considered.” 

再 ayashi also recounted the unwillingness 
of the decision-makers to explore other non- 
discriminatory options. It appears that the 
intentbehind the selection ofthe four options 
wasdeliberatelyracistand anti-Asian andthe 
resulting impact was predictable. 

Yet the Shack Committee chose to jgnore 
this important aspect of the investigation.

After staff protests, the option to Taise the 
SATverbal scoresfor whitesand Asians only 
was withdrawn. That particular option was 
denounced by the Shack Committee as dis- 
criminatory and unconstitutional. The re- 
maining three options neatly, and presuma- 
blyaccidently [to the Shack Committee], fell 
intothethreetiers,leavingonlyAsian Ameri- 
cans to be the one group singled out to bear 
the brunt of the applicant Surge in al three 
tiers. But for the Committee, adverse impact 
alone was insufficient grounds for racial bias 
and the Committee Saw no purpose in pursu- 
ing the issue of intent behind the adverse 
impact 

The first option of raising the minimum 
grade point averageto 3.9 reduced the num- 
berofAsian American admissionSsby30.The 
option to redirect EOP applicants who were 
not underrepresented (namely Asians) Te- 
sulted in the elimination of 90 percent of the 
Asian EOP applicants (or 131 Asians) and 
only 10 percent of the white. The last option 
一 toreducethenumberofAsiansreferredto 
the special action committee 一 Tesultedin 77 
Asians being eliminated. 

In other words, at least 258 more Asian 
Americans, most of whom were of Chinese 
ancestry, Should have been admitted in 1984 
had it not been for the overtly anti-Asian 
policy options adopted by theOAR. By any 
standards thisnumberis hardly insignificant. 

Unfortunately，the Shack Committee 
failed to investigate what options were COn- 
Sidered byOAR andhow and why it decided 
topick only fouroptions 一 allof which were 
anti-Asian. Even more disturbing is the fact 
thatthecommitteechosetoignorethefollow- 
ing eyewitness testimony of now Associate 
Vice Chancellor Patrick Hayashi which he 
Submitted im writing to the committee on 


Racist intent could nothave been established 
without pursuing this line of investigation. 
Worse yet，the committee dismissed 
Hayashi's testmony as “subjective” and 
“impressionistic” and went as far as suggest- 
ing that an act of racialdiscrimination could 
notoccurbecause the decision was agreed to 
bysuchalargenumberofpersons and groups 
that the committee thought it “unlikely that 
the improper purpose of limiting Asian en- 
Iollment would either have eluded or been 
shared by all of these decision-makers. 

To establish racist intent, the Shack Com- 
mittee wanted nothing Short of self-incrimi- 
nation. As a resulb the Committee did not 
even want to find out why the School of 
Letters 人 儿 Science decided to Trailse the grade 
pointaveragerequirementtothe detrimentof 
Asian American students and who was re- 
Sponsible. 

The committee Seemed bent on absolving 
the University of any wrong-doing. The re- 
port states that in regards to theraising ofthe 
SATverbalscoreminimum,thateventhough 
“the policy- makers involved surely knew 
that the largest number of applicants ex- 
cluded . .. would be Asian immigrants,”iL 
does not necessarily follow that [the deci- 
Sion] “was intended to exclude these appli- 
cants_ because they were Asians，oOr that 站 
reflected a desire to reduce the number of 
Asians at Berkeley.” 

Ihaveno doubt that the Shack Committee 
:WOrked hard to produce the report It should 
be commended for what it has managed to 
produce. But I am disappointed that the 
committee did not address the main lssue of 
anti-Asian racism in both the policy changes 
and in the decision-making process. For the 
Asiancommunity which hasbeen waiting for 
Inore than four years for a definitive anSswer 
on what really happened in 1984, the Shack 
Ieport is just another disappointment in 3 
chain of reports that have come out of the 
University since then. 


Iam not sure another investgation by yet 


another committee is the Solution. The com- 
munity wants Only the truth behind the dis- 


proportional decline of Asian American 
freshmen in 1984 and the reasons behind the 
Virtually fixed percentageofAsian American 
freshman class at around 25 percent Since 
1981.

Sional session. The Senate adopted the legis- 
lation by avoteof88-4 butthe House failed 
toactonthebill,and, according to 上 ennedy， 
“the need for genuine Teform remains 3as 
Urgent today as last year.” 

Another immigration reform bill (S.448)， 
however, has beenintroduced by senatorPaul 
Simon (D-Il.). It is this legislation, 9. 448， 
that OCA has endorsed. 

Kennedy said that the previous immigra- 


tion legislation,the 1965 Amendments to the 
Immigration and Nationality Act“has oper- 
ated well over the years and has gone far in 
Tedressing racial and other injustices in the 
system.Butthe systemisnotperfect and was 
never meant to be frozen in coOncrete.… 

The pending legislation introduced by 
KennedyandSimpsonisintendedtoenhance 
the 1965 law and protects the principle of 
family reunification by making 100,000 
additional visas available te immigrants. 

But according to Yee, S. 358 does not in- 
crease the per-Country ceiling on immigra- 
tion,“In essence, the 100,000 additional vi- 
Sas. . .Will not be utilized by Asian countries 
unless the per-Country increase is also allo- 
cated.”Simons bill would increase the cur- 
Tent per-country ceilings of 20,000 (and 
$,000 from HongKong)by 10percent. OCA 
SaySaper-country increase of atleast 25 per- 
centisneeded foradditional visas to alleviate 
the“backlog problems”of some countries.

Teportissued by the City Controller s Office 
in October. 

In thereport city auditors discovered that 
it cost the garage $54;000 to operate the 
garagebetween midnightand7 am annually， 
yet 让 L only generated $8,000 in ITevenues 
during the same period.

Stonehouse pointed outb however, that in 
ordertolowertherateto$4amnight,the garage 
wouldhavetoattractatleast66 carsanightto 
break even; compared with 37 cars needed 
witha$6anightrate. She also dismissed the 
jidea of a monthly rate, Since it would not be 
possible to establish one given the short trial 
period. 

Eickman said he sympathizes with the

Another Significant difference between 9. 
358 and S. 448 concerns the“fifth prefer- 
ence,”or immigration eligibjlity of brothers 
and sisters of US citizens. Under the present 
immigration law, brothers and Sisters of US 
citizens must wait for at least 10-15 years 
before they can be granted visas. The fifth 
preference, said Yee, is the most highly utl- 
jized of family-based preference categories 
by Asian immigrants. In 1986, more than 15 
Percent of all fifth preference beneficiaries 
were from China and Taiwan. 

Under Kennedy?s bill, visas in this cate- 
gory would be reduced by approximately 67 
percenb doublingthecurrent10-15 year wait. 
Qualifications for fifth preference visas 
would berestricted to never married brothers 
and Sisters of US citizens. By contrast，Si- 
Imon?s bill would make 25 percentadditional 
Visas available to brothers and sisters regard- 
less of marital status. Yee Said that Itwould 
be anathema to Chinese and Asian people 一 
indeed, virtually all nationalities 一 to treat 
married brothers and sisters differently from 
unmarried brothers and sisters.”

The proposed 77-unit luxury condomin- 
iumprojectwasslatedto be 105 feetin helght， 
stepping back to 14-1S stories. On Wetmore 
Street where there are currenty two and 
three story buildings, it would step downto 
Six StorlesS. 

The project was originally approved at 
midnightayearagobyalame-duckPlanning 
Commijssion appointed by outgoing SF 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein. Opponents of the 
project were angered that the original go- 
ahead fortheprojectwasmade withoutmuch 
input from the tenants and community, and 
without proper studies. 

A new review of the proposed develop- 
Iment by the Planning Commission 1S ex- 
pected sometime next month. 
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Thereis greatwealthin theChinese Ameri- 
can community, which is both a curse and 3 
blessing.

On Lok has operated a 96-unit apartment 
building forlow-income elderly since 1980， 
buttheir client demand for low-cost housing 
has beenmuch more than theycanaccommo- 
date. These 35 hotel-type units are a drop in 
the bucket compared to what is needed in 
Chinatown,butfor thoselucky enoughto get 
in, the drop is pure gold. 

Everyone in the _ community who has 
played a part in the success of the 1000 
Montgomery project are the celebrities this 
Friday. Low-cost housing can be preserved 
and not with a governmenthandout wrapped 
in red tape.
